REY. J. W. ELLIS. 


His Financial Matters Not 
Yet Settled. 


HIS REPLY TO HUGH FRASER 


He Again Declares That the Treas- 
urer’s Statement is Misleading 
and Says He Did NotCon- . 
fess His Guilt. 


Rev. John W. Ellis has not yet succeeded 
in straightening out his financial affairs, the 
Second-street matter still banging fire. The 
doctor, it is said, still insists that he has an 
equity in the property, while the Witmers 
claim-that he is entitied to nothing, and 
that all that is necessary for them to do in 
the matter is to institute suit to quiet title, 
which can be done at but little expense. It 
is said, however, that they are willing to 
pay Mr. Ellis a smail amount to save further 
complications. 

In the meantime Dr. Ellis’s San Francisco 
trouble is causing considerable comment 
among his friends, who think he should re- 
turn to San Francisco at once to answer 
the charges in person. ln = reply 
to Treasurer Fruser’s statement, 
flatly denying the minister’s assertions, and 
saying that the facts are much worse than 
they have been published, Dr. Ellis last 
evening called at ‘fur ‘Times office and 
left the following for publication: 

“Every feature of the statement of Mr. 
Fraser is misleading. ‘The meeting of the 
officers of the church was a usual joint-meet- 
ing often held. Priortothe meeting not a 
word had reached self ofany dissatis- 
fection on the part ‘Of any one. Not one 
word was said during the evening by any- 
one ofa charge or suggestion intimating 
anything supposed or read as wrong. ‘Lhe 
report made by myself of the expenses of 
repairs and currentexpenses of the church 
during the period from June to Lecember 
was passed over in detail, errors corrected, 
aud entire satisfaction given to all so far as 
anyone could see or hear, but of a report 
embrecing $4,500, there were two errors 
amounting to 780. The so-cailed raising of 
a bill $50 was the bill forsidewalk. ‘The 
trustees let the contract at $25, My report 
was made from their books, which Mr. 
Fraser knows. ‘The next lowest bid was 
#345. ‘Ibe contractor’s books of: the bid ac- 
cepted show the bid tobe @275. There 
was paid on the bill up to the time of my 
report $200, and the balance was known to 
yne only as shown by the bonds of the trus- 

es. ‘The error of $30 was in an account 
with the contractor on painting, amounting 
to more thau $1000, and under six items, 
Three items bad not been charged, and one 
over-charge, making a difference of #3v. 
Later, several bills were discovered, which 
L had paid, and when preseuted, the trus- 
tees paid them. Since leaving home, I find 
among my old papers three more items, 
yalé iocks, windows, door-catches, etc. 1 
refer to these to show that the bills lost 
were never found, with the few exceptions, 
in my possession, although Mr. Fra-er is 
sure he can show that they were found. 
The serious charie of “he acknowledged his 
guilt,”’ is fulse in fact andconception. All 
the men present are witnesses that no ac- 
cusation was made, no intimation of any- 
thing wrong, and he construes my correc- 
tion of error into “confession of guilt.” 
Mr. Fraser reported to gage having 
paid the pastor nearly $2 A comimnittee 
of two (detectives) finaily convinced him 
that it was less than $1800. Did he raise it 
2500 and confess his cuilt by correcting the 
error? Mr. Fraser, of himseif, without the 
consent or knowledge of the church or its 
officers, in ofticial capacity appeared before 
presbytery with his complaint, never having 
come to me with it. When presbytery 
went into interlocutory session to héar him, 
he betrayed their trust by going out and 
publishing their action. He seeks atime 
knowing me to be absent and gives his ver- 
sion.to the public while under vows of 
privacy to the presbytery in an action 
which he alone presents. It is the nature 
of the man to rule. He will sacrifice his 
church, his minister, his official 
colleagues, the presbytery and_ in- 
nocent households to inordinate 
desire for supreme authority. From 
Jun’ to November every expense from 
water bili, repairs, music, printing and 
pastor’s salary all came out of the borrowed 
tund, while the gifts of the people for 
pastor’s salary were used by the treasurer 
almost wholiy to pay insurance, a business 
with which Mr. Fraser is more familiar than 
with church affairs. The presbytery is 
compelled to take notice of his charges and 
1 have demanded prompt inquiry.

Work Thatis Being Done Inthe Cargo 
Muchacho District.

The Horticultural and Pomological 
Societies. 

| The regular monthly meeting of the 

Southern California Horticultura! Society, 

held in the rooms of thé Chamber of Com- 

merce was largely attended. 

‘The meeting was called to order, Presi- 
dent H. Rewland Lee in the chair. After 
the reading of the minutes of the previous 
meeting, Henry W. Kruckeberg, submitted 
awerm invitation from the Pomological 
Society, which meets in South Riverside 
April 2, for as many members as. possible to 
attend its semi-annuu!l meeting, and parti- 
cipate in its discussions and deliberations, 
He alsorend a communication from Gen.

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PHE COURTS. 


The Edelman Case Continued 
Before Judge Smith. 


THE TESTIMONY OF L. B. COHN, 


His Defective Memory Again—Lock- 
wood Secures Another Contin- 

uance—Important Civil Sult— ~ 

Court Notes—New Cases. 


In the trial of Henry W. Edelman, on a 
charge of presenting a fraudulent claim to 
the County Treasurer for payment, no new 


- or important facts were developed yesterday. 
The evidence of numerous witnesses..was., 


taken, and their examination occupied the 
entire time of Judge Smith and the jury, in 


Department One. 

At the morning session only two witnesses 
were examined—ex-County Clerk Charies 
H. Dunsmoor and ex-Vlerk of the Board of 
Supervisors W. T. blake. Both of these 
gentiemen gave information of a technical 
character concerning the custom which pre- 
vailed and which was followed in allowing 
jury claims. 

The witness Blake explained how, efter a 
juror’s claim was presented by the clerk in 
the department in which the services were 
performed, tohim as cierk of the board, 
allowed by the buard; placed on the allow- 
afice roll; the rull preseuted to the Auditor 
and upon the show:ng a warrant issued. 

Messrs. White aud Gage, the attorneys 
for Edelman, objected to all general ques- 
tions as to the custom that was pursued in 
allowing jurors’ ciaims on the ground that 
the defendant could not be bound by any 
custom upless it was shown that he followed 
it, and that this silywing was not made. 
They claimed thatthe only testimony that 
Was competent, relefant and material, was 
as to the particular Warrant drawn in favor 
of F. A. Bliss for which it is alleged the 
defendaut frauduleftly presented to the 
County ‘Treasurer for payment; that it 
could be shown h this particular claim 
was allowed, and\the chaunvels through 
which it passed to ally reach Edeiman, 
but that general ibformation as to all 
jurors’ claims was noj relevent. 

‘The Court overuled the objection. 

Attbe afternoon session, Frank Lauterio, 
the ex-Deputy County Auditor, took the 
stand. He was shown the fraudulent war- 
rant drawn in favor ot Biiss for $54, and 
which had been introduced in evidence as 
plaintiff’s exhibit D. He said that he had 
seen the warrant; that be had given it to 
Henry W. Edeiman, at his (Evelman’s) re- 

uaest. 

‘ U pon cross-exawination, the defendant’s 
attorneys endeavored to show that Lauterio 
had been indicied for the offense of forgery, 
and that he bad become a fugitive from jus- 
tice; that he bad forged this warrani, and 
that this showed bias and prejudice. Mr. 
White claimed that Lauterio had himseitf 
‘sued the warrant, and that he was an in- 
ierested party; that he had been indicted 
for the otfense. 

The Court was uncertain about how he 
would ruie upon the point, and took it un- 
der advisement. Later, it he rules denying 
the objection, Lauterio will be recalled to 
sentity as to the points referred to by Mr. 

hite, 

County Treasurer Banbury testified that 
he had paid the Bliss warrant to L. B. 
Cohn in the County Treasurer’s office. He 
also swore that be saw Cohn indorse it “F. 
A. Bliss, per L. B, Cohn.” 

‘The next witness called was L. B. Cohn, 
the pawnbroker, a cousin of the defendant 
Edeiman. He first came to Los Angeles in 
1859, and had lived here for some years. 


Heury Edeiman he had known for eight 
years. e was shown the fraudulent Biiss 
warrant. He had seen the warrant before. 


He recognized it irom the fact that his vuame 
Was ob the back of it. He could not teli 
from whom be gotit. Hedid pot remem- 
ber. He secured a great many county war- 
rants, some forty or fitty, which he obtained 
from different parties, some from Heury 
Edelumu. Frow whom he got the parstic- 
ular Warrant he could not swear. So he 
got from LD. Kevane, A. A. Montaliv, Frank 
auterio and Menry Edelman. 

‘bho party trom whum he got the warrant 
authorized bim to sign the name of F. A. 
Liiss. He got the warrant in his store from 
whoever he got it, and paid the money on it. 
The next day aiter be got it be cashed it at 
the County ‘Treasurer’s ofiice. 

The witness Cobn’s remarkably defect- 
ive memory again came into play for the 
defendant. ‘The District Attorney en- 
deavored to force from Cohn an admission 
that he had on previcus occasions .dmittea 
that the Warrant Was given him by Henry 
Edeiman. 

Cobn persistently denied that he had ever 
admitted that the Hliss warrants were given 
him by Kdeiman. He wase most unwiliing 
witness forthe prosecution and was bot 
cross-examined by the defense. 


F. A. Biiss was the next witness called.” 


He swore that he had never served in De- 


partment Ove of the Superior Court in Jan- 


uary, i889, as a termetrial juror, not one 
day. tie wasshown a warrant drawn in 
his favor for $54 fur services as a juror in 
January of 1-5¥. He had never seen the 
Warrant until it wassbown him in the 
Grand Jury room. He had never received 
the cash upon the warrant nor had he ever 
authorized L. B. Cohn or ary one else to 
sign bis pame to the warrant, During Oc- 
tober, November and December of 1883, he 
had served as a juror and received pay for 
his services. 

Mr. Bliss was cross-examined, Frank 
Lauterio paid bim his warrantin the Audi- 
tor’s oflice when he called for it. 

C. Seaver took the stand. He testified 
that he had lived at Pom.wua for eight years 
past. He had never in his life served as a 
juror in any court. He was shown a war- 
rant drawn in his favor of the date of May 
6, 1859, drawn in his favor for $40. He had 
never rendered any service for such a war-

YOUNG HOOD’S DESPERATE ACT 


The Husband of the Young Woman 
Arrested at Westlake Park At- 
tempts to Commit Sui- 
cide at Riverside. 


Last Sunday afternoon a couple of women 
were taken in charge at the Westlake Park 
by police detectives and marched to the 
‘station, where a young man was in waiting. 
The women were taken into the chief’s 
office where a consultation was beld, after 
which the party left the station. The po- 
lice refused to give the names of the women, 
but said they were a couple of runaway 
wives from Riverside, and detailed the 
story of their troubles as they were given 
to the authorities. The story was pullished 
in Tue Times Monday morning under the 
head “A Sunday Sensation,” and next 
morning it was said that matters had been 
arranged and all the parties had returned 
to their homes in Riverside. 

SAD SEQUEL TO THE STORY. 

An Associated Press dispatch from River- 
side received last evening gives the follow- 
ing sad sequel of the “Sunday Sensation:” 
“ “George Hood, a young man about 23 
years of age, attempted suicide here this 
morning by shooting himself through the 
left breast. Cause, trouble with his wife. 
who was persuaded by an aunt to desert 
him. Both women left this city last Satur- 
day and were followed by Hood, who had 
them arrested in Los Angeles, Sunday 
afternoon. Hood induced his wife to re- 
turn with him to Kiverside, Mrs, Steb- 
bins, the aunt, returning witb 
them. This worning Hood, assisted by the 
mother of Mrs. Hood, engaged to settie the 
difficulty, but the young wife refused to 
comply with their wishes, whereupon Hood 
proceeded to end his troubles as above 
stated. He is still living, but no hopes are 
entertained of bis recovery. His wife is 
very penitent since the shooting, and is 
doing all im her power to relieve his physi- 
cal aud mental suffering. 


EXCITING RUNAWAY. 


Buggy Demolished but No One Se- 
riously Injured. 

One of the most exciting runaways that 
has taken place in this city: for some time 
past occurred at 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, on Hill street near Second. 

A gentleman and his wife and their little 
six-months-old baby gotina double buggy, 
and the gentieman started to drive dowa 
Hill street.

A WHITEWASHED SEPULCHER, 


By a vote of 40 to 21 the Assembly 
has adopted the minority report of the 
committee investigating the charges 
against Assemblyman Bruner. The 
Démocrats voted against it, while only 
five Republicans opposed it. With the 
majority report nothing whatever was 
done. It was not even read. The 
members apparently fell over each 
other in their anxiety to whitewash 
their besmirched colleague. 

The majority report said all that 
could be said for Bruner. It made 
every possible excuse for him. It 
showed that evidence had been ad- 
mitted in his favor which would not 
bave been permitted in a court of law. 
The minority report is a labored 
effort to make the best of a bad case— 
such an argument as might procced 
from an attorney who does not be- 
lieve in his client’s innocence, but 
desires to secure him as light a sent- 
ence as possible. That the minority 
were by no means contident of their 
*client’s’’ innocence is seen by the 
closing paragraph of their report, 
which is as follows: 


Considering all the evidence in the case 
we cannot but enfertain a reasonable doubt 
as to thecharge that Mr. Braner intended 
to appropriate the money to his own use, 
Such being the case, we desire to give the 
accused the benelit of the doubt, but in do- 
ing so we would charge him with culpable 
negligence in tailing tagconfide the whole 
matter to some of his many friends in the 
Assembly. Furthermore, be is deserving 
ofthe censure of this Assembly in not 
having secured himself, and the body to 
which he belongs, against the scandal 
which bas been-spread broadcast over the 
State. 


In other words, Bruner should have 
_ covered up his tracks more carefully. 
He deserves censure, not for what he 
That is 
the gist of this precious report. And 
that is what the Legislature, by a vote 
of two to one, has adopted. It is 
well that they are about to 
adjourn. One would suppose that 
they would be ashamed to sit 
there and look each other in the 
- face. The disgrace brought upon the 

State by Bruner’s action is less than 
that which will attach to it by this 
practical indorsement of his crime by 
the Republicans of the Legislature— 
all of them, savo tive. 

These legislators, in thus whitewash- 
ing Assemblyman Bruner, have actu- 
ally set a premium on bribery and cor- 
ruption. Their action isa tacit promise 
to future bribers that, if caught, they 
will not be punished; that the Legis- 
lature will stand in withthem. The 
anxiety displayed by the members to 
rush this matter through with as little 
discussion or publicity as possible, says 
more than thisto all who look below 
the surface. It tells that many of 
these men were in the same fix as 
Bruner was, before he was detected. 
They feared that, if the investigation 
were pushed too far, it might touch 
‘some of themin sore places. And so 
they were very giad to have a chance 
to vote for Mr: Bruner’s innocence and 
get the matter out of the way. 

. What a disgraceful episode! How 
can these legislators hold up their 
heads when they return to their con- 
stituenis? They will probably say 
that they gave the accused man the 
_benefitof the doubt. But there was 
no reasonabie doubt.

That is to say, the whole 
case rests upon the care exercised in 
the distribution of the appropriations. 
f the Indians get promptly all that is 
due them, and there is not too much 
haggling, there will be peace. But the 
moment the Government tries to piuch 
the Dakota tribes, the hitherto friendly 
indians, who do not feel very compla- 
cent over the late visit to Washington, 
will, it is predicted, surely revolt. , 
These Indians are at present in the 
majority in the two Dakotas, as most 
of the hostile chiefs have been taken 
by an Italian show for an European 
trip and the remaining hostiles are 
thus short of leaders. They realize 
perfectly well that the chiefs are not 
held as hostages, but have gone asa 
matter of enterprise and so they would 
not be necessarily deterred from an 
outbreak through fear of retaliation on 
their fellows. These avsent chiefs, 
however, are perhaps the worst fight- 
ers of the nation. 


THE LAST RITES, 


Funeral of the Late Gen. Joseph E. 
Johnston, 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—|By the 
Associated Press.] Funeral services 
over the remains of the late Gen. Jos- 
eph E. Johnston took place in this city 
this morning. The ceremonies were 
devoid of ostentatious or unnecessary 
formality. There was no disptay of 
uniforms or battleflags or military 
trappings, and the family of the de- 
ceased declined the request of a num- 
ber of Confederate veteran associates 
to participate formally. But there was 
a large attendance of distifguished 
persons. There were no services at the 
residence, but just before 11 o’clock 
the remains were taken to St. Jobn’s 
Episcopal Church, accompanied by the 
family and near friends. 

The funeral party was met at the 
church by the honorary palibearers. 
The body bearers consisted of mem- 
bers of the ex-Confederate Association 
of this city, all men who fought under 
Gen. Johnstone during the war. Along 
the sidewalk were about 100 men otf 
Robert *E. Lee Camp, Confederate 
Veterans, without uniform, and they 
stood with grey heads bared as the 
body was borne between their ranks. 
The casket was a plain one, coyered 
with black cloth and without ornamen- 
tation. ‘The silver plate bore the in- 
scription “Joseph E. Johnston, born 
February 3, 1807, died March 21, 1891.”’ 

St. Jobn’s Church was crowded to its 
utmost capacity. The services were 
conducted by Rev. Dr. Douglass, rector 
of the church, and were contined to the 
simple Episcopalian burial service for 
the dead. At the conclusion of the 
services the remains were removed to 
the Baltimore and Potomac station and 
left here on the 12:10 train for Balti- 
more. 

BALTIMORE (hid.,) March 24.—W hen 
the body of Gen. Johnston arrived here 
his old soldiers were at the railroad 
station and bared their heads us the 
coffin was borne past them. The re- 
maius were laid at rest by the side of 
his wife, in Greenmount cemetery.

BOYCOTTING A RAILWAY. 
Efforts to Make the Burlington Stop 
Paying Commissions. 

CnicaGco, March 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The board of rulings of 
the Central Traffic and Trunk Line 
associations has begun operations 
under the recent agreement to boycott 
all connecting lines that continue to 
pay commissions. - The board has sent 
two or three telegrams to the Chicago, 
Burlington aud Quincy managment 


within a few days claiming 
to have satisfactory evidence 
that it has been paying com- 


missions to eastern agents. ‘The 
Burlington people have replied that, as 
no specific charge is made, no specific 
auswer can be given; that they have 
not intended to ignore the agreement, 
and have paid no commissions to per- 
sons not asking for them. ey con- 
tend, however, that the board has no 
right to demand a discontinuance of 
commission-paying without some guar- 
antee that the Burlington will con- 
tinue to receive an equitable share of 
passenger business from the East.

PANAMA, March 16, via New York, 
March 24.—[By the Associated Press,| 
H. M. 8. Warsprite is at Callao. The 
following is gleaned from her officers: 
The ship left Iquique February 20, 
subsequent to the events which led to 
the capture of that port by the rebels — 
and the fire which caused the destruc- 
tion of property vaiued at $2,000,000. 
It appears that when the rebels cap. 
tured the port the 
troops took up a position some 
distance from it. The rebels re-- 
turned on board, leaving only fifteen 
men in charge. The troops soon heard 
of this and marched on the place 200 
strong under Col. Soto. Firing com- 
menced and the shore fusillade led the 
ships to promptly open fire. The 
Bianca, Encaleda, Esmeralda and 
Huascar used heavy guns, while the 
transports “kept their mitraileuses 
busily employed, Tremendous de-. 
struction follow&il and the flames 
spread until the whole central partof 
Iquique, where the best stores and 
buildings are situated, was in ruins. 
Up to the 26th, when the Warsprite 
lett [quique, the ruins were yet burn- 
ing. 

A BRIBED COMMANDER. 

The fight which resulted in the fire 
was a stern and bloody tragedy, and it 
would have been more proionged had 
it not been for the urrangement 
reached by the chiefs of the two par- 
ties, and under which the opposition 
leaders engaged tu pay Col. Soto $10,- 
000 to divide among his men, who 
were then to join the rebels. The gov- 
erpment troops abandoned their arms 
and soon dispersed, Subsequently Soto 
was arrested and sent on board the 
Amazonas, accused of having distrib- 
uted only $1,000 among the men and 
having retained the remaining $9,000. 
Those on board the Warsprite were 
also informed that Col. Robles had 
Balmaceda’s troops on 
the pampag and it was possible they 
would again attack Iquique, in which 
port and its vicinity the revolutionists 
stated they had 3000 men. They were, 
however, short of ammunition, but * 
were expecting some by steamer. The 
inhabitants of Iquique have taken 
refuge on the island where they had 
previously been stationed. VDisagua 
has been abandoned by the populace.

the King of Italy. The telegram dis- 
tlosed that the apprehension ou the part 
of the minister was evidently shared in by 
the President, that the disturbance was a 
pontinuous and swelling disturbance, which 
might involve Italian subjects in New Or- 
jeans. iL have reason to believe that the 
hope expressed by the President that 1 
would codperate with him in maintaining 
the obhgations of the United States toward 
Italian subjects who might be within the 

rils of excitement, and that further vio- 


lence and bloodshed might be prevented, 
_ was based upon that belief... ‘The President 
further expressed the hope that all offenders 
might be brought to justice. 

On the 16th instant 1 telegraphed you 
that there was no excitement in the city at 
that time, and I saw no reason to anticipate 
‘further trouble. I alsostated thataction was 
taken directed against particular indi- 


viduals, and that race or nation- 
ality of the parties did not enter 
as ai factor into disturbance. 


A week has passed since the date of 
my dispatch and the opinion then enter- 
tained as tothe termination of the trouble 
proved to have been well founded. ‘The 
men killed, as I have stated, were confined 
in prison under indictments found in the 
‘Criminal District Court for the parish of 
Orleans. ‘The Sheriff has made his return 
of facts so that the court judge thereof has 
charged the Grand J 
regard to the matter, and the whole subject 
is, Lassume, now under investigation by 
that body.

- persons killed were American citizens, but 
it is probable that two or three were ltalian

i THEIR IMPORTANCE REALIZED, 


What Two Great Newspapers Have to 
Say Abont Good Roads. 

These. two_editorials from The New 
York Tribune and The Philadelphia 
Times show that public scntimentis now 
fully aroused to the importance of good 
roads. 

The Tribune savs: 

The impression is evidently spreading 
that if rapid transit is a good thing for 
the cities, something of the sort would 
not be a bad thing for the country. 
Country roads were one of the subjects 
which Governor Hill discussed at length 
in his message of 1890 to the legislature, 
and also in his recent. message. He 
spoke of the unsatisfactory condition of 
most of the country roads of this state, 
asserted that they were growing worse 
instead of better, pointed cut the causes 
which contributed to their deeline, and 
suggested that ‘‘the state should proceed 
to construct through every county two 
highwaysrunning in different directions 
and intersecting cach other in about the 
center of the county, such roads to form’ 
a part of a complete general system.” 

The legislature of 1890 did not act 
The 
probable cost of carryiag out the gov- 
ernor’s scheme has doubtless set a great 
many farmers and other conservative 
taxpayers agains st it. Noris it necessary 


to adopt it in order to render travel in | 


the country much easier than it is at 
present. If our existing highway laws 
were properly amended the result could 
not fail tobe better roads. We read 
that the state road commiasion of Penn- 
sylvania has prepared a country road 
bill for presentation’ to the next lezisla- 
ture of that state, “which will practical- 
ly do away with the shiftless working 
out of road taxes.” A im re warrant- 
ed to bring about the seme reform in 
this state is urgently needed. Writing 
on this subject last year a Buffalo news- 
paper stated that one of the road dis- 
tricts of Eric county was behindhand in 
its work upward of 200 days. If the 
highway laws were what they ought to 
be such shameful negligence, it is need- 
less to say, would be impossible. 

Our next legislature can render the 
farmers of our state excellent practical 
service by thoroughly overhauling the 
highway. laws. Rapid transit for the 
metropolis and better tramsit for the 
country are two pressing needs of the 


‘| hourin this state. The law makers who 


supply these needs will earn the * ‘public 
gratitude. 
The Times says, in part: 
‘No one who has traveled the éommon

highways of the commonwealth «will 


pretend that they are as good a3 they 
should be. No intelligent man who 
knows anything of the amountof money 


‘levied for road taxes will even claim 


that they are as good as they might be. 
It is easier, however, to ascertain and 

point out the defects of our existing road 

system than to devise a better one, as 


the present state road commission is | 


learning to its cost. There are so many 
interests to be reconciled, and so many 
points gi which township... county and 
state authority come in contact, that it 
is very difficult to putin force a system 
that shall be directed from a common 
ceuter, and quite as difficult t6 secure 


results from our present sys- 
tem, which leaves everything in the 


hands of the local authorities. | | 


There are portions of. the state in 
which it will always be difficult and 
costly to build and maintain permanent 
roads, Only in the mozntainous and 
limestone districts can the matcrial for 
permanent roads bo found close at hand. 
In all other sections it must be frans- 
ported long distances at greater or Iss 
cost. 

The dirt roads might be made much 
better than they are with very little in- 
crease in cost if the money wore proper- | 
ly applied. In this direction the com- 
mission, and after it tho lowislature, can 
do some good, practical work. Under 
the existing law the taxpayers are left 
thé option of either paving their road 
taxes or working them out on the high- 
ways. Worse than that, they can work 
on the roads about when they please. 
It is needless to add that work done at 
the wrorg seasons night better’ fot be 
done at all. 

A change in the law compelling the 
payment of all road taxes in cash, or re- 
quiring those who work out their taxes 
to do if at the proper season and unde- 
proper direction, wou!d donbtlessimpr--ve 
the dirt roads in many sections. Specific 
requirements as to the kind of work 
that must be done, as well, as the scason 
at which it should be done, would alse 
be advantageous. Under the present in- 
definite Jaw, if the supervisor happens to 
be a good road builder he will secure 
rretty fair roads, but as nine men out of 
ten are not born witha gemius for road 
building the result is about as bad as it 
can well be. It would be a good plan to 
set aside a portion of the road taxes for 
the purpose of making permanent road 
improvements, this nioney to be applied 
at first on the most inyportant highways 
in each township, and extended to the 
next in importance :s fast as possible. 

No change should be made looking to 
a state u of highways. The law 
should be made as rigid in its require- 
ments as possible, but its execution 
should be left to the county and town- 
ship authorities. A state bureau, with 
salaried officials, would only serve as an 


addition to the spoils to be scrambled 
for by partisan leaders. It might be 
well enough to offer a premium in the 
way of state aid to the townships and 
counties that would bnild a certain 
amount of macadamized road, but the 
money should be applied by the local 
authorities. Any legisiation in this di- 
rection should have for its chief object 
the stimulation of — enterprises, aa 
the residents would reap the chief ben- 
efit from good roads in their respective 
1 ities. 

The prospects seem to be now that the 
plan outlined in Governor Hill’s message 
will be carried out wholly or in part i 
New York state, If ii is, then the great 
commonwealth will surely be entitled to 
the name “Empire State.” And whey, 
in addition to all the natural advan ¥ 
found within our boundaries, aro add 
good country roads in every state, then, 
and not till then, may we call ourselyce 
citizens of the empire nation.
